A cop who caught one of his early performances 
in Los Angeles remarked, “If he ever did that on the 
street, we’d arrest him.” 

“I ain’t being vulgar,” said Presley at the time, 
“I’m just jumpin’ with the beat, ’cause jumpin’s in 
me. How in the pea-pickin’ world kin I help if I 
go wild when I sing? That’s the way I feel.” 

This could be, and this would even be alright if 
he confined his sexy feelings to the stage. But it 
seems that Elvis also felt that way when he wasn’t 
singing because he was having a wild time smooch¬ 
ing his teen-age bobby sox fans from one end of 
the country to the other. 

Everytime one of his bobby six brigade puckered 
up and asked to be kissed, Elvis puckered up and 
obliged. 

This uninspiring bit got started when a gal, after 
getting Elvis’ autograph asked for a kiss, too. So 
Elvis kissed her. And he kissed her in a way that 
any self respecting parent would hope their daughter 
was never kissed before. 

Hearing about this, femme fans everywhere be¬ 
gan asking for like treatment. And Presely, never 
the bashful type, obliged. 

Certainly all this adoration was because his name 
was Elvis Presley, but it didn’t seem to bother him 
then. 

Then there was the Charleston newspaper gal who 
was sent to interview the sexy shrieker. At one point 
in the interview Presley up and bit the babe’s hand.

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Israeli agents are hot 
on a trail that grows 
shorter everyday. “We’ll 
get him,” they say, “We’ll 
get him dead or alive.” 
And they don’t care which.

A PRETTY 19-year-old girl was walking along a 
residential street in Buenos Aires last June 21 
when a car pulled up alongside her and four men 
jumped out. 

The girl, Graciela Narcisa Sirota, daughter of an 
Argentine-Jewish businessman, was on her way 
home from college. Before she could scream for help, 
the men dragged her into the car and beat her un¬ 
conscious. 

When she came to, she was lying naked on a table 
in a small furnished room. The men had torn her 
clothes off. Two of them held her by the arms and 
ankles. The others methodically burned her face, 
breasts and thighs with cigarettes. 

As they tortured her, the men conversed in Ger¬ 
man. She caught the words “Juden” and “Eichmann.” 

One of the men leaned over the terrified girl with 
a razor-sharp knife in his hand. Slowly, with a 
sadistic leer, he began carving a swastika on her 
right breast. 

As the blade bit into the quivering flesh and the 
crimson blood spurted, Graciela fainted again. 

The men carried her back to the car, drove to the 
outskirts of the Argentine capital and tossed her 
limp form onto the electrified tracks of a commuter 
railway. 

“This is for Adolf Eichmann,” they shouted as they 
rode off, leaving her for dead. But Graciela was still 
alive. Crawling off the tracks, she narrowly escaped 
the lethal third rail and a train that roared past 
seconds later. 

Nora Eldoc wasn’t that lucky. 

If she had lived long enough, she probably would 
have been sent to Buenos Aires to investigate the 
wave of Nazi terrorism that erupted there after Eich¬ 
mann was hanged in Israel for the slaughter of 6 
million Jews. Graciela Sirota was only one of the 
victims. Other Jews were beaten and stoned. Jewish 
synagogues and businesses were machine-gunned,

bombed, smeared with swastikas and set ablaze. 

The epidemic of anti-Semitic violence proved what 
Nora Eldoc told her superiors two years ago: South 
America, especially Argentina, Brazil and Paraguary, 
is still a haven for fugitive Nazi war criminals. 

Nora Eldoc was an agent of the Israel Security 
Service. 

After Eichmann was kidnapped by Israeli com¬ 
mandos in May, 1960, she was sent to South America 
to bag the No. 2 Nazi on Israel’s wanted list. 

She was after Dr. Josef Mengele, the notorious 
Doctor Death of Auschwitz murder camp. 

Nora would have recognized the tortures used on 
Graciela Sirota — for she had gone through them 
all herself as an Auschwitz prisoner. A beautiful, 
buxom blonde, she was in the full prime of her 
womanhood when the Nazis arrested her and her 
family in Poland. 

Caught in Adolf Eichmann’s roundup of Polish 
Jews, they were shipped to the Auschwitz-Birkenau 
railroad terminal — dead end for the transport trains 
rolling from France, Belgium, Holland, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Russia and the rest of 
Occupied Europe. 

There, Nora had her first glimpse of Doctor Death. 
As the new arrivals poured from the freight cars 
and lined up, frightened and bewildered, in front 
of the station platform, a “welcoming committee” of 
Gestapo officers appeared. 

Dr. Mengele was taller than the others. He strode 
in front, poker-straight in his neat grey uniform. 
A gentle smile was on his lips and he was humming 
a Strauss waltz. 

As he strode slowly down the lines of sick, hungry, 
terrified prisoners, he nodded pleasantly to the left 
and right. And the prisoners, thinking he was smiling 
at them, smiled back. 

Too late, they learned the left-and-right nods were 
signals to the Gestapo guards. The road to the right 
led to the Auschwitz labor camps. The road to the 
left went to the extermination centers where pris¬ 
oners were slaughtered with Zyklon B gas; bullets 
in the base of the skull; injections of poison; phos¬ 
phate bombs, flame-throwers, machine guns — and 
medical experiments. 

All children under 15, women over 45 and men 
over 50 were sent to the left automatically. Which 
of the remaining prisoners were saved depended en¬ 
tirely on Mengele’s whims. Sometimes, he spared as 
much as a third of a new shipment. On other oc¬ 
casions, he would send an entire shipment of 
10,000 or more persons to their deaths. He once 
ordered 1000 Jewish youths “to the left” simply be¬ 
cause they failed to pass a height test. 

When he reached Nora Eldoc’s place in line, his 
cold brown eyes studied her blonde hair and shapely 
figure. Still staring, he nodded to the right. But the 
rest of her family went to the gas ovens. 

In the years ahead, Nora wished many times that 
she had been sent with them. 

Mengele selected her as one of his human guinea 
pigs. Strapping her to a table in his blood-splattered 
laboratory next to the crematories, he sterilized her 
without benefit of anesthetic. Though Nora lost her 
womanhood, she was one of the fortunate “patients.” 
Others were maimed, crippled, blinded and butchered

There are two basic types of carnival games, percentage stores and G-joints. The 









took the "fairness" out of those state and country fairs. 


“G” stands for gaff or gimmick. Either way the place operates (and some are “two-way 
stores,” only “slipping in the gaff” when business is slow) they have one thing in 
common: they can’t lose. Since they can’t, and somebody has to, that leaves the cus¬ 
tomer. 

Take the Hoop-la, for example. The customer is given three hoops for a quarter. 
Inside the booth are a number of wooden blocks covered with velvet, and the idea is 
to ring one of them with a hoop. Prizes range from portable radios to expensive sets 
of china. 

While a quater seems a meager price to pay for such loot (and the impression is 
not accidental), considering that it is impossible to get the hoop over the block, it is 
approximately 25<? too much. The gaff here is the the velvet-covered blocks are not 
solid, but consist of a number of wooden squares piled on top of each other. The carny 
gently nudges one of the middle slats out a little bit past the others — and nothing 
short of World War II will make that hoop settle to the bottom. When the operator

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N 1837 Daguerre invented the camera. 

N 1891 Lipmann perfected color film. 

In 1893 Edison came up with motion pictures. 

In 1947 The Polaroid Land Corporation marketed 
a box that took instant pix. 

Since then The Polaroid Land Camera—which to¬ 
days enables you to snap and develop a picture inside 
of ten seconds—has been put to many novel uses. 

But it took the smart set—with an assist from a 
Hollywood star whose initials are R.C.—to pioneer 
what is undoubtedly the most novel use of all. One 
which, when the secret is out, will have hotels rent¬ 
ing a Polaroid with every bedroom, and will make 
the camera a must for the kind of people who like to 
get their jollies and develop them too. 

JUST when the first Polaroid Party was thrown is 
not a matter of record but what is a matter of record 
is the fact that one was thrown the early part of 
last June. 

It was the wee hours of the ayem when the police 
in this California seaside resort received several calls 
from residents in the most fashionable part of town. 

They all complained of a wild, boisterous party. 

When the police drove up to the sprawling ranch- 
type house they were surprised to find the place in 
darkness. Every so often, however, a small flash would 
light up one of the windows. 

Reluctant to go busting into what easily may have 
wound up as an invasion of privacy case, the police 
decided to look things over first. And, peeping into 
the window from which the flashes were emanating, 
these two policemen were probably the first non¬ 
partakers to witness a Polaroid Party. 

Later, when depositions were taken at headquar¬ 
ters, the whole story of just what Polaroid Parties 
are and how they work, came out. 

There are several versions. One of them goes 
something like this: 

The requisites are one good Polaroid Camera, lots 
of film, a wink light and an even number of males 
and females. They can be husbands and wives, boy¬ 
friends and girl-friends or, for that matter, even 
strangers. They must, however, have on thing in 
common. That is, loose morals and an exhibitionist 
complex. 

The gals, stripped to the buff, are herded into one 
room, where they line up from wall to wall, and the 
lights are doused. The men, in a similar state of un¬ 
dress, remain in another room—they too are in dark¬ 
ness. With them is the Polaroid. 

The girls and the guys are numbered from one to 
however many there are. 

When man number one enters the room where the 


girls are, he points the camera straight ahead. Girl 
number one is, at this point, in the center of the 
room. 

He snaps the pic. 

Man number two enters, and likewise until all the 
numbers have been exhausted. At the end of this 
time the pics are matched to the chicks and things 
become pretty quiet for a little while. 

Another version is to have an uneven number of 
males and females. Whether the extra is a gal or a 
guy doesn’t matter. The game progresses like the first 
but, as there is always one who winds up without a 
partner, it is his or her job to take shots in the dark 
of the couples who, at this point, are doing what 
comes naturally. 

Needlessly to say, the highlights, low lights and 
angles of these pics could win prizes anywhere in the 
world. 

One of the first Polaroid Parties ever thrown, how¬ 
ever, took place back around 1955. Only two people 
were involved in this one. One was the aforemen¬ 
tioned movie star with the initials R, C., the other 
a real pretty little pigeon. 

They were holed up at the Madison Hotel in New 
York City and, after getting bored with the usual 
kind of fun and games two people can play in a hotel 
room, the actor, who had starred in many a Holly¬ 
wood production, decided to make a few pics of his 
own. 

So, renting a Polaroid he and the doll went back 
to the hotel and this time recorded the usual fun and 
games for posterity. 

Every night they snapped close to a half-hundred 
pix of themselves in the most intersting poses im¬ 
aginable. And, considering the fact that they did other 
things too, this was no mean feat. 

THE camera soon had seen more of the star and 
his lady than the doctor who brought them into the 
world. 

Up again, down again, click . . . Up again, down 
again, click . . . Up again . . . down again . .. click! 

All night long the shutter banged away, the flash 
bulbs popped and photographs the likes of which they 
would positively refuse to print at the corner drug 
store, were peeled, still smoking from the heat, off 
the back of the accommodating camera. 

As the ads say, “There’s no end to the advantages 
of owning a Polaroid Land Camera. You can do things 
with it that are downright impossible with any other 
camera!” 

Or: “Moments like this come only once in a life¬ 
time—and only with a Polaroid Land Camera can 
you be sure of capturing them forever!” 

The acrobatic actor and his co-star held out for 
seven sensational, thrill packed nights. And during 
that time he and she got almost as many kicks out 






of their pictures as they did out of each other.. 

But if you’re thinking of ever feasting your eyes on 
some of these sexy stills—perish the thought. Though 
the Polaroid ad says, “Photographs produced by a 
Polaroid don’t fade away,” we can assure them that 
they fade away very rapidly when flushed down a 
hotel room johnny — which is what happened to 
everyone of those passionate pics. 

But though the pics were gotten rid of, the idea 
hung on and today Polaroid parties are popping up 
all over the country. 

These snappy snapshot soirees are sometimes con¬ 
ducted in hotels, sometimes in motels, sometimes in 
estates rented by the month and other times in pri¬ 
vate homes. 

They are handled discreetly and, after all, unless 
things get out of hand as they did in California, who 
is going to suspect that married couples or unmarried 
couples aren’t getting together for bridge or dinner 
or just some social drinking. 

The participants have learned to keep their mouths 
shut and, since everyone gets paired off with every¬ 
one else during the course of the picture taking, there 
is little chance that some jealous wife or hubby is 
going to blow the whistle. 

CERTAINLY wife swapping parties are not new 
to this country. Way back in June of 1954 when the 
police of Amesbury, Mass., were investigating the 
murder of one Melvin Clark, a hard-working citizen 
of that community, they brought to light one of the 
most fantastic stories of “wide swapping parties” ever 
to hit the tabloids. 

Melvin Clark, the murdered man, however, had 
nothing to do with the parties. As a matter of fact 
he never attended one. He was too busy working 
nights to provide a good home for his beautiful wife, 
Lorraine. 

But while Melvin was out making bread, Lorraine 
was at home making hay. 

A more than attractive gal, Lorraine Clark fell 
for a character named Arthur Jackson like a ton of 
bricks. Since her hubby was never around to take her 
to parties she appointed Arthur her official escort. 
And where did she want to be escorted. To the wife 
swapping soirees, of course. 

Arthur really dug the sinful sessions, though he 
had to share Lorraine with other men, he didn’t much 
care as he was getting a little extra loving on the 
side from the wives of the men he shared Lorraine 
with. It was all in the game, which consisted of men 
tossing their house keys into a hat. At a signal the 
wives pulled them out, belonging for the night to the 
man whose key she had drawn. It was all fair, ex¬ 
citing and anything but good clean fun. 


“It’s a moral stain on the face of New England,’ a 
prominent clergyman snapped when word of the 
parties got out. “We’ll never be able to eradicate it. 
Everyone should be sent to jail.” 

Everyone wasn’t but two people were. Lorraine 
Clark got life imprisonment for the murder of her 
husband and Arthur Jackson drew three years for 
adultery. And considering all the women he adultered 
with, this was a pretty light sentence, indeed. 

Needless to say this stopped the wife swapping 
parties in Amesbury, Mass. 

But it didn’t stop them all over the country. And 
it didn’t stop the citizenry from thinking up the new¬ 
est wrinkle, Polaroid Parties. And perhaps one of 
the wildest games under that heading is a little inno¬ 
vation called Polaroid Roulette. 

In this swinging version of the game an even 
amount of males and females are used. But the males 
and females are not separated and, everyone is given 
a Polaroid. Naturally there isn’t a stitch of clothing 
among the participants, and naturally, the lights are 
turned out. 

At his point everyone starts snapping pics. Wink 
lights and flash bulbs expose more naked flesh than a 
nudist magazine. And, since the Polaroid people have 
added the “one, two, three buttons” the camera has 
become so simple to operate (Continued on page 66)

Here are questions received over the past few weeks at our editorial 
desk. INSIDE STORY will attempt to answer those questions which 
seem to have the most general interest for all of our readers . . . 


Q —This question may seem a little late in coming 
but I just heard something I can’t believe. A friend 
of mine tells me that Frank Sinatra actually became 
a dope addict while filming The Man With The Golden 
Arm. Is there any truth in this?—Alice J., Columbia, 
South Carolina. 

A—No truth at all. Three days before the opening 
of The Man With The Golden Arm at New York 
City’s Victoria Theatre, a press release was prepared 
for transmission over the nation’s news services. 
It was to be the opening gun in a movie publicity 
campaign to plant the fact that Sinatra became a 
dope addict for the sake of giving a convincing per- 
formnce in the movie. It was carefully planned by 
a prominent Hollywood publicity firm which had 
been hoping to land United Artists account. 

Dozens of releases were prepared by expert 
writers. Scores of interviews were arranged with 
publicity minded psychiatrists and narcotic special¬ 
ists. Hundreds of photographs were ready to be sent 
out to put over this fantastic tale.

A—Townsend divorced his first wife, Rosemary, for 
committing adultery in December of 1952. She is 
currently married to John De Lazio, the co-respond¬ 
ent in the suit. Her two sons though awarded to 
Peter by the court, live with her.—ED 

Q —I’ve always been a Judy Garland fan and I know 
her fits of temperament have gotten her into lots of 
trouble in Hollywood. Recently I read where they 
had to discontinue shooting her latest picture The 
Lonely Stage which she is making in London. What 
I want to know is was it her fault this pic was shelved 
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and if so, what did she do this time?—Marianne V., 
New York City, N.Y. 

A —The picture has not been shelved but shooting 
has been stopped temporarily. But, we’re happy to 
report, it was not Judy’s fault. This time trouble 
broke out in an unexpected quarter—from the Dean 
of Canterbury, Dr. Hewett Johnson. Seems the com¬ 
pany had been shooting in Canterbury Cathedral 
and was using 50 boys in uniforms that could be 
mistaken for those worn by youngsters in King’s 
School, run by the Cathedral. The Dean’s complaint 
was that the movie boys looked “scuffy and grubby” 
and damaged the prestige of the real article. So the 
movie shuttered but only until they tidied up the 
uniforms.—ED 

Q—Any truth to the rumor that Eleanor Powell and 
Jayne Mansfield, the stars of Panic Button , are feud¬ 
ing?— K.V., San Antonio, Texas. 

A —They are indeed. Eleanor is said to be quite 
disconcerted by the gallery of photographers who 
follow Jayne around on and off the set, obviously to 
see if one of her dresses is going to come apart at 
the seams again.—ED 

Q—i read recently where this country has ceased 
production on the B-52. If this is true what I want 
to know is, how many have we built? What can you 
tell me about the bomber—range, armament, thrust, 
etc? Are we building anything in its place and, if 
not, won’t this throw quite a few people out of 
work?—Charles J., Portland, Oregon. 

A —The last B-52 was built the last week in June 
at the Wichita, Kansas plant of the Boeing Company. 
It was the 744th of the 52’s which cost about 
$8,000,000 per copy. This one known as a B-52H, 
will fly with eight Pratt Whitney turbofan engines, 
each putting out 17,000 pounds of thrust. The “H” 
has a range of more than 12,500 miles, without re¬ 
fueling and has the capabilities of hitting any military 
target on the face of the earth. It weighs 488,000 
pounds and can fly higher than 60,000 feet. It will 
be armed with four skybolt missies, being built by 
Douglas, which it would he able to launch at a target 
while still 1,000 miles away from its defenses. Each 
skybolt can carry a thermonuclear warhead. If the 
Russians had an “H” they could bomb Chicago with 







bomb-bay-stored nuclear weapons and at the same 
time hit Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Wash¬ 
ington, without leaving the Chicago area. We are 
making no other bomber in its place. When we were 
turning out 52’s as fast as we could, 35,000 persons 
were employed directly on the bomber and more 
than that total worked for the 4,000 subcontractors 
spread over 43 of the fifty states. Boeing officials 
forecast a gradual reduction in employment expected 
to total approximately 2,000 by the end of the 
year.—ED 

Q—Pm sure I haven’t got this right but I’ll ask any¬ 
way. Do you know anything about a stripper suing 
a nightclub because she was pinched. And I don’t 
mean arrested?—K.M., Lincoln, Nebraska. 

A—You got it part right. Here’s the story. Tammi 
True, a Fort Worth stripper, filed suit against a Fort 
Worth nightclub operator charging that he turned 
off the spotlight during her performance, knowing 
customers would pinch her. Miss True asked for 
$150,000 in damages. “It is well recognized,” the 
suit said, “that customers would on certain occasions, 
when the lights were off, inflict physical harm upon 
the plantiff by pinching her upon various parts of 
the anatomy.”—ED 

Q—A friend of mine tells me that he read in a column 
where Burt Lancaster was involved in an accident in 
Italy that resulted in the death of two boys. He said 
he would show me the item but as yet he has not 
been able to find it—nor have I. How’s about some 
details?—J.F., San Francisco, Calif. 

A—There were no fatalities, J. F. in fact the two 
boys were hardly even shaken up. What actually 
happened was that two boys on a motor scooter got 
by a road block during the shooting of Burt Lan¬ 
caster’s latest movie. Burt, who was driving a car 
along this road, and believing it to be clear, met the 
two boys at a bend in the highway. His car brushed 
them and knocked them down. The kids had no busi¬ 
ness being on the road in the first place but this 
didn’t make any difference to Burt who was a nervous 
wreck until the kids were pronounced uninjured and 
sent home.—ED 

Q—Everytime I’ve seen Carol Channing perform in 
the past she’s always tossed the diamond tiara she 
wears into the audience upon completion of Diamonds 
Are A Girl’s Best Friend . The last time I saw her. 
however, at the Dunes Hotel in Las Vegas, the tiara 
remained intact at the end of her act. My husband 
says she was wearing real diamonds this time. I 
don’t believe him.—Mrs. Margert J., Lansing, Mich. 
A—You better believe him. That little bauble was 
designed by Marvin Himes and only loaned to Carol 
for the engagement. It’s worth $50,000. And we don’t 
know of any performer who’d be willing to throw 
away that much loot just for a gimmick.—ED 

Q—I can’t help nibbling my nails. Is there any cure 
for the habit?—B.K., Portland, Oregon. 

A—Sure, will power. But if you’re worring about 
what the habit’s doing to your nails, don’t fret. Far 
from stunting the growth of your nails you’re ac¬ 
tually helping them.

Liz Taylor and Richard Burton's 
romance added millions to 
Cleopatra costs. Marlon 
Brando's temperament made 
Mutiny On The Bounty 
second most costly film in 
history. Marilyn's contrariness 
caused 20th Century to 
blow $2,000,000. 


rkURING the past few months it has become in- 
creasingly evident to anyone capable of reading 
the newspapers that many of Hollywood’s biggest 
and highest paid stars are getting much too big for 
their britches. With mounting amazement the public 
has learned: 

1. That Elizabeth Taylor’s recurring illnesses, will¬ 
ful absenteeism and hectic private love-life are re¬ 
sponsible for much of the $32 million spent to date 
on “Cleopatra,” making it the costliest spectacular in 
film history; 

2. That Marlon Brando’s temperamental tantrums 
have cost MGM at least $6 million — and turned 
“Mutinty on the Bounty,” at an estimated cost of 
about $27 million, into the second most expensive 
opus in film history; 

3. That Marilyn Monroe has been goofing off on the 
job so consistently that her studio finally had to fire 
her and shelve the production of “Something’s Got to 
Give,” taking a licking to the tune of about $2 million. 

Taylor, Brando and Monroe of course are top names 
in the movie business. For one day’s labor before the 
cameras, Liz gets $10,000—almost twice as much as 
the average working stiff in this country earns every 
year. Marlon demands and gets more than a million 
bucks per picture—about ten times the annual take- 
home pay of the President of the U.S. And Marilyn’s 
paycheck 'is equally astronomical. 

Now you’d think that for this kind of dough they 
would buckle down and turn in an honest day’s work. 
So what happened? 

During the seven weeks of shooting on “Some¬ 
thing’s Got to Give,” Marilyn Monroe showed up for 
work exactly five days. And when she did manage to 
get to the set she was invariably late, tying up the 


entire cast and a high-priced camera crew. 

“If we had continued at the rate we were going with 
Marilyn,” a spokesman for 20th Century-Fox ex¬ 
plained, “we would have had another ‘ Cleopatra \ It’s 
better to shut down and lose $2 million than keep on 
and maybe lose $10 million or $12 million.” 

This is by no means the first time Marilyn has had 
trouble with her studio. Objecting to the roles as¬ 
signed her, she has refused several times to fulfill 
her contract and took a suspension—once for more 
than a year. She finally had to be mollified by an 
under-the-table payment of $450,000 to keep her 
happy. 

GETTING to the studio late, or not at all, has be¬ 
come a habit with her. After directing Monroe in 
“River of No Return,” Otto Preminger swore he’d 
never do another film with her. “She was always 
45 minutes to two hours late.” Billy Wilder, who di¬ 
rected her in “Seven Year Itch” and “Some Like It 
Hot,” said that extracting a performance from her 
was like “pulling teeth.” He explained: 

“She has breasts like granite, and a brain like Swiss 
cheese . . . full of holes. She defies gravity. She hasn’t 
the vaguest conception of the time of day. She arrives 
late and tells you she couldn’t find the studio, though 
she’s been working there for years.” 

On the set she acts like a prima donna. In “Bus 
Stop,” for instance, she objected to Hope Lange’s 
blonde hair because it conflicted with hers. When 
director Joshua Logan refused to have Miss Lange’s 
hair darkened, Marilyn walked off the set and tied 
up the whole production until the director gave in to 
her demands.

As a rule she is heartily disliked by other actors. 
After making “Some Like It Hot,” Tony Curtis re¬ 
fused to work with her again. “She is a most un¬ 
pleasant dame to get along with,” he said. “She’s 
suspicious of other actors, constantly tries to stir up 
trouble between them.” 

And how was it making love to Marilyn? 

“It was like kissing Hitler!” Tony snapped. 

When it comes to behaving like a spoiled brat—on 
and off the stage—Liz Taylor can give Monroe cards 
and spades and still win handily. Whenever she is 
bored, or her work interferes with her love-life, she 
simply doesn’t show up on the set. 

Several times during the latter part of the filming 
of “Cleopatra” she failed to appear for a day’s sched¬ 
uled work, preferring to dally on the beach with her 
co-star and new boyfriend, Richard Burton. Each 
time hundreds of extras were given a holiday with 
full pay—at the studio’s expense. 

AFTER pouring enough money into the production 
to dam the Nile, and winding up with seven hours 
of unedited film, studio executives heaved a sigh of 
relief and proclaimed the picture finished. But Liz 
demurred. She insisted that several more scenes be 
shot on the Isle of Ischia—which would put her back 
on the payroll for three more weeks at $10,0000 per 
day, and added a minimum of $400,000 to the already 
excessive cost of the opus. 

Fearing that the three weeks work might cost an¬ 
other $3 million instead of a mere $400,000, studio 
executives insisted on calling it a day. Whereupon 
Liz, backed by producer Walter Wanger, threatened 
to sue 20th Century-Fox. At this writing the battle 
of words via cable and long-distance telephone con¬ 
tinues. Meanwhile Liz and Burton are living it up 
together at Ischia.

Marlon Brando admittedly is a fine actor and big 
boxoffice attraction. He also is a born trouble-maker 
who insists on running the whole show in any film he 
condescends to make and an old pro at forcing his 
Hollywood bosses to kowtow to his whims, thereby 
appreciably upping budget costs. 

He refused to sign for “Sayonara” until the ending 
of the script had been changed “to get a message 
about tolerance across” — by having the American 
hero wed the Japanese heroine. Similarly in mid¬ 
production he suddenly decided that he didn’t like the 
ending of “The Young Lions,” refused to finish the 
film unless and until he could rewrite it. In addition 
to starring in “One-Eyed Jacks” he directed it, and 
supervised the writing on the script as well. Although 
he spent money lavishly on this one-man show, it 
was a flop. 

HOWEVER by all accounts his overwhelming ego, 
petulance and insufferable conceit has broken all rec¬ 
ords in filming “Mutiny on the Bounty,” turning it 
into a producer’s nightmare which to date has cost 
MGM more than it spent on “Ben Hur” and “Gone 
With the Wind” combined. 

According to the film’s director, veteran Lewis 
Milestone, “Brando’s recalcitrance, pettishness, argu¬ 
mentativeness and sulking has cost the production at 
least $6 million in additional cost and months of extra 
work.” Among his charges: 

1. “Whenever I tried to direct Brando in a scene 
he’d say: “Are you telling me, or asking my advice?” 
Later he put plugs in his ears so he couldn’t hear 
the director, or other actors. Finally he quit talking 
to the director, took to arguing with the producer. 

“It wasn’t a movie production, it was a debating 
society. Brando would discuss for four hours, then 


we’d shoot for an hour to get in a two-minute scene. 
By now he was directing himself and ignoring every¬ 
body else. It was as if we were making two different 
pictures.” 

2. He kept insisting on changes in the script. After 
six different writers had tried their hand at it he was 
still dissatisfied, insisted on rewriting the ending him¬ 
self “to get across a message.” The ending he wrote 
was awful, the producer rejected it and eventually 
they went back to the last version. 

3. “To find his leading lady, Brando took each of 
16 pre-chosen Polynesian maidens into a room with 
him, one at a time, and threatened to throw himself 
out of the window in order to study their reactions. 
Since all responded with giggles, this procedure was 
unsuccessful. He eventually chose as his co-star a girl 
named Tarita, who was employed as a dishwasher 
and waitress at the local hotel.” 

4. He spent all of his evenings in Tahiti in local 
night-spots, playing the native drums and dancing 
barefoot with Polynesian cuties. Next morning he 
would arrive on the set bleery-eyed and unprepared 
for the day’s shooting. He rarely knew his lines, 
would fumble through as many as 30 takes of a single 
scene. 

5. “Three weeks before we were to leave Tahiti 
he decided to move from the house we had rented 
for him to an abandoned villa nearly 50 kilometers 
(about 30 miles) away. It cost us more than $6,000 . 
to make it habitable for him.” 

6. Brando’s contract called (Continued on page 70)

A CCORDING to the sports writers on the baseball 
beat all lefthanders are eccentric. 

This is, supposedly, especially true of pitchers. 
And though there have been many southpaws who 
were as down to earth as bankers the ones who were 
characters stood out on the diamond like the cherry 
atop a banana split. 

Lefty Gomez was one of those. Up until now he’s 
been known as the goofiest of them all.

I want 
out.’ ” 

He got a transfer. 

But only as far as Dublin, Ga. 

Says Bo, “I went home!”

Sweepstakes. 

If she had suddenly eloped with Frank Sinatra, 
the movie world could hardly have been more 
stunned. Not only was Pock an “outsider,” com¬ 
pletely unknown to Hollywood royalty, he also 
seemed incredibly young to have walked off with 
screenland’s hottest piece of property. 
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He is only 22, a year younger than Nancy. 

They met while she was in Austria making “The 
Main Attraction,” her latest movie. As soon as he 
gazed at her lotus-petal skin and luscious figure, 
Peter knew she was the Main Attraction for him. 

A few weeks later, Nancy and the movie company 
moved to London. Peter followed, in pursuit of the 
Six Happinesses — old Chinese term embracing all 
sorts of delights. 

She finished work on the film last June 6. The 
following day, she and Pock appeared at the Pad¬ 
dington registrar’s office in northwest London, where 
they were spliced in a 15-minute civil ceremony. 

Then the happy couple took off for Austria, so 
Nancy could meet his family, and Hong Kong, so 
he could meet hers.

Las Vegas-Hollywood circuit together, held hands 
in romantic bistros, went for moonlight rides in her 
white Jaguar sports car and moonlight dips in her 
swimming pool. 

But Max didn’t pop the big question. And Nancy 
couldn’t ask him to marry her.

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HOW BANKRUPTCY 





FOUND ANDY HARDY 



By CHUCK JAMIESON 

T HE YEARS have not dealt kindly with Andy 
Hardy, America’s favorite muddle-headed adoles¬ 
cent of the late 1930s and early 1940s. Today at the 
ripe old age of 42, after gambling through five 
marriages, four divorces, three children and several 
million bucks, he’s flat broke. In fact he’s busted, 
bankrupt. 

In a petition of involuntary bankruptcy filed in 
Federal Court at Los Angeles last June, pint-size, 
gravel-voiced Mickey Rooney listed debts of $484,914 
and assets of just $500—mostly household goods and 
old clothes. 

Among his principal creditors he cited the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Bureau, with a claim totaling 
$106,686; the State of California, which also wants a 
big hunk of lettuce for back taxes; and three of his 
* pretty ex-wives, who have been clamoring for back 
alimony and child support. 

How muddle-headed can a little guy get? 

The INSIDE STORY is, a lot of people in Holly¬ 
wood chortling merrily over Handy Andy’s money 
troubles. For although he has been a big-time per¬ 
former almost from the time he first began to talk, 
and his versatile talent for show-business is widely 
admired, his inflated ego, cocksure brashness, loud¬ 
mouthed bragging and belligerance—and above all 
his wantin’ ways with women—have brought the 
Wunderkind of Wonderland more enemies than 
friends. 

As a matter of fact these same characteristics, plus 
a compulsion for long-legged lovelies, are reputed 
to be largely responsible for his current financial 
plight. 

Born Jo Yule Jr. in Brooklyn in 1920, from the 
age of two months he was brought up back-stage in 
the theatre. His pater, Joe Yule Sr., was an old-time 
burlesque comedian; his mother, Neil Carter, an ec¬ 
centric dancer. They played in vaudeville together. 

Junior made his stage debut at the tender age of 
3. One night during the vaudeville act of the veteran 
comedian Sid Gold, the take goes, the tiny tot toddled 
out on the stage, stood on his head, sang “Pal of 
My Cradle Days” and stole the show. 

His proud parents promptly incorporated him into 
their act. Wearing a tiny tuxedo and smoking a big 
rubber stogie, he impersonated a midget. And that’s 


how he got his first job in the movies a year later, 
at the age of 4—impersonating a midget in the film 
“Not To Be Trusted”. 

However it was the “Andy Hardy” series that roc¬ 
keted Rooney to stardom, made him Hollywood’s 
hottest box-office attraction in 1938, 1939 and 1940 
— along with such film greats as Clark Gable and 
Wallace Beery—and poured a gross of over $30 mil¬ 
lion into MGM’s coffers. 

A precocious 20 when he completed eight Hardy 
pictures and was earning $1,000 per week, success 
spoiled hardy Andy. He got a swelled head, and 
other parts of his anatomy were singularly affected. 

While MGM was going all-out to project him in 
the image of the all-American boy before the movie¬ 
going public, Mickey was privately projecting him¬ 
self in the image of the all-American wolf offstage. 
Never the shy silent type, his lengthy monologues 
on the subject of sex never failed to amaze male and 
female co-workers alike on the “Andy Hardy” set. 

Nor was it just talk. While ostensibly residing with

his parents in the lavish home he built for them in 
Hollywood, the capsule Casanova in kneepants main¬ 
tained a luxuriously-furnished apartment in Beverly 
Hills known only to a few cronies—and to a long list 4 
of models, starlets, waitresses and more lowly ladies 
of the evening. Mickey wasn’t particular, he played 
the field. Soon sensational rumors of the most ex¬ 
traordinary goings-on in Andy Hardy’s secret hide¬ 
away were floating around town. 

When the studio finally got hep to the lusty love- 
life of its prize performer, it had a fit of hysterics. 
The juvenile Don Juan was hauled up on the carpet 
for a stern lecture on the morals and immorals of 
Hollywood, and the private obligations of a great 
star to his public. To protect its investment in this 
valuable property, MGM assigned a husky attendant 
to trail him around and make sure that he didn’t get 
into trouble. 

Not that Mickey ever needed any help, in case he 
did get into a jam. For all his small size, he was fast 
on his feet (he once won the junior tennis champion¬ 
ship of the Pacific Southwest) and a wild man with 
his fists, when his temper was aroused. Experts who 
watched him work out with the gloves at the studio 
said he had all the makings of a professional fighter. 

Shortly after his dressing-down Mickey met a tall; 
dark-eyed brunette beauty from the cotton-picking 
area of North Carolina. Originally imported to pose 
for a cheesecake art in bathing suits and scanty lin¬ 
gerie, she had managed to wangle a small role in a 
forthcoming MGM production. Her name was Ava 
Gardner. 

Although she towered above his 5 feet 3 inches, to 
Handy Andy the lush lank lassie from the hill-coun¬ 
try looked just dandy. After an ardent three-months 


courtship, she agreed to marry him. Their marriage 
took place in January 1942, and lasted just eight 
months. 

Who was to blame for that bustup isn’t known. 
Whatever it was Ava was looking for — and 
Mickey didn’t have—she never has specified. A much- 
married lady herself since then, she app&rntly hasn’t 
found what she wants in any of her other spouses, 
either. And for once the usually loquacious Rooney 
remains discreetly silent on this subject. 

At any rate Ava was the first of a series of long- 
limbed lovelies to look down on the mighty midget 
of the movies and murmur “I do”, while he stood on 
tiptoes to circle the third finger of the left hand with 
a wedding band. Mickey’s curious predeliction for 
elongated eyefuls in and out of marriage has led wits 
at the Mocambo to dub him “Hollywood’s Big Dame 
Hunter”. 

Shortly after his first divorce, in 1943, Rooney 
entered the Army. He became one of the most popular 
in the Armed Services. The following year while in 
uniform he met and fell for another towering torso, 
Betty Jane Rase, a dark-eyed beauty who recently 
had been crowned Miss Alabama. 

In a whirlwind, one-week courtship he completely 
swept her off her feet and married her. After a brief 
honeymoon, the new bridgroom went off to war. She 
was waiting for him when he was discharged from 
the Army in 1946, but they agreed to call it quits a 
year later. This marriage lasted just three years and 
eight months. Betty Jane, who has presented her 
husband with two boys, received a $100,000 settle¬ 
ment. 

Analyzing the reasons for the breakup of this mar¬ 
riage, one Hollywood observer said at the time: 
“Mickey refuses to grow up. He still insists on play¬ 
ing the role of fun-loving Tom, one of the Rover 
boys.” 

So the Rover Boy, footloose and fancy-free, roved 
the town again keeping his eye peeled for female 
skyscrapers. He soon spotted a very seductive one, 
a tall, lithe, comely, blonde actress named Martha 
Vickers. When he married her after two months of 
steady dating, in June 1949, Rooney told newsmen: 

“If I don’t make it with this one, there’s something 
radically wrong with me. I got me a swell gal this 
time, I guess I’m a lucky guy.” 

As it turned out, he was over-optimistic. Two 
years later, after she had presented him with another 
son, they agreed to call the marriage off. Mickey 
didn’t reveal what was wrong with him, but Martha 
was not so reticent. She told the divorce Court: 

“I don’t think I saw him more than one or two nights 
every week. He would walk back into the house like 
nothing happened, without offering any explanation 
for his absence, and ask for his dinner.” 

The poor guy apparently was hungry. 

Martha won custody of their child, and a generous 
settlement. She got the house, the family furniture 
and car, and alimony which rose gradually from 
$2,000 per month in 1951 to $3,000 per month in 1959 
—providing she didn’t marry again. 

Mickey was always an easy guy with the long 
green. “I believe the guy really enjoys shelling it out,

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marriage. He left me—for her.” 

Roslyn seemed to feel it was the 
old story of youth versus experi¬ 
ence. At 25, she is at least 11 years 
younger than the Gallic charmer.

“She does have quite a few years 
on me,” Roz meowed.

Legally separated from Scott in 
1959, she recently filed for divorce 
in Winston-Salem, N.C. Her peti¬ 
tion accused the broker of “con¬ 
ducting an open and notorious 
affair with Corinne Calvet,” of “liv¬ 
ing with her in Hollywood,” and 
of being her constant traveling 
companion.” 

Now that Corinne has achieved 
her ambition of becoming the 


Other Woman, she’s not as pleased 
with the role as she once thought 
she might be. In fact, she claims 
she was “misquoted” in her 1960 
comments on the O.W. and Amer¬ 
ican men. 

“Americans make wonderful 
husbands, but they don’t make good 
boy friends,” is her revised version 
of the previous shipboard pro¬ 
nouncement on the subject of Hus¬ 
bands and Lovers. “Europeans make 
good boy friends, but not wonder¬ 
ful husbands.” 

He’s Not Flattered 

So far as Don Scott, her most re¬ 
cent American boy friend, is con¬ 
cerned, this evaluation doesn’t 
sound very flattering. But that’s 
just Corinne’s way of saying things. 
Sort of fractured French, or enig¬ 
matic English. 

A doll who loves to talk about 
l’amour, she has acquired the re¬ 
markable knack of looking sexy 
even while putting her foot in her 
mouth. And anyone who has ever 
tried this stunt knows how difficult 
it is. 

A few years ago, for example, a 


magazine (not this one) described' 
how she almost killed her husbands 
with boudoir kindness. Her mates, 
the article alleged, suffered from 
“overdoses of Calvet—not the fa¬ 
mous French wine but Corinne.” 

Soon after the article appeared, 
Corinne appeared on a TV show 
and said she was “flattered” by the 
magazine’s glowing account of her 
amorous acrobatics. 

Later, she changed her mind and 
denounced the magazine at a sen¬ 
sational California trial. She also 
took a swing at American morals: 
“Maybe the moral standards in this 
country are higher, but things are 
more subtle in Europe.” 

Having sampled the moral cli¬ 
mate on both sides of the Atlantic, 
Corinne certainly should know 
what she’s talking about. Judge 
and jury apparently accepted her 
views as those of a qualified expert. 

Since she came to this country 15 
years ago, Corinne has been an ex¬ 
ceptionally busy little lass. She has 
made a score of movies, wed and 
shed two actors, dated the playboy 
princes of New York and Holly¬ 
wood, and appeared in many TV 
shows.

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One of those video ventures was 
a thing called “Bait for the Tiger.” 
But most critics agreed that with 
CC in the starring role, it should 
have been named “Bait for the 
Wolves.” 

In 1948, a year after the Parisian 
redhead first clicked in Hollywood, 
she married actor John Bromfield. 
The next few years were her big¬ 
gest. When Rita Hayworth quit the 
films to become Princess Aly Khan, 
Corinnne was billed as Rita’s succes¬ 
sor. 

She had the same fiery hair, the 
same green eyes and sparkling 
smile, and an even better figure. 
Noting her marked resemblance to 
Rita, one movie critic observed: 
“She could be another Hayworth, 
except for the fact that she’s brai¬ 
nier, sexier and more beautiful.” 


A Football Player? 

Though Bromfield’s career failed 
to keep pace with hers, Corinne 
didn’t complain. In fact, she longed 
to give up acting so she could be¬ 
come an ordinary housewife and 
mother. 

But when she told her husband 
she wanted children, he suggested 
she take up outdoor sports instead 
of motherhood. 

No one who ever saw Corinne in 
a bikini or clinging negligee could 
compare her flawless build to that 
of a football player. And yet such 
a fantastic comparison was made 
by Corinne herself. 

When she and Bromfield broke 
up after six years, she said they 
had grown so much alike “that we 
even look like each other.” 

Before he became an actor, Brom¬ 
field was a college football star. 
Corinne said their resemblance be¬ 
came so great that when they went 
to Europe people kept thinking they 
were brother and sister. 

“I wanted a husband,” she ex¬ 
plained in divorce court, “not a 
look-alike brother.” 

The divorce was granted in 
Santa Monica, Cal., on March 16, 
1954. Two weeks later, Corinne 
gulped too many sleeping pills and 
was rushed to a hospital. She later 
claimed it was an accident, not a 
suicide attempt. 

Before her decree became final, 
she began a torrid romance with 
another actor, handsome Jeff Stone. 
They were in such a rush to get 
married that Corinne scampered 
south of the border and obtained a 
second divorce decree in Juarez, 
Mexico, thus paving the way for her 
to wed without the one-year wait 


required under California law. 

As things worked out, she might 
just as well have waited for her 
final California decree. 

In October, 1954, a couple of 
weeks after the Mexican divorce, 
Corinne and Jeff sailed for Europe. 
By this time, she had become a vir¬ 
tual trans-Atlantic commuter. Her 
fabled figure was almost as well 
known to Port of New York offi¬ 
cials as her famous fellow-country¬ 
woman, the Statue of Liberty. 

Anyway, this 1954 junket—like 
her 1962 jaunt—was a combination 
business and pleasure trip. Between 
picture-making, she and Jeff hoped 
to find time for a quick wedding 
ceremony and a more leisurely 
honeymoon. 

This wasn’t as simple as they an¬ 
ticipated, however. 

In Paris, they were informed 
their marirage license application 
would be stalled for six months be¬ 
cause Corinne, a former French 
citizen, had failed to register her 
previous marriage and divorce with 
the French government. 


Red Tape Romance 

In Italy, they found a medieval 
castle at Bracciano, a picturesque 
lake town north of Rome. It was 
the perfect spot for a honeymoon, 
they decided. But again their appli¬ 
cation for a marriage license be¬ 
came snarled in official red tape. 

Next stop, Portugal. In Lisbon, 
they were told Corinne’s visa was 
not in order. Therefore, their re¬ 
quest for a license was delayed once 
more. 

Finally, in desperation, the lovers 
leaped across the Mediterranean to 
North Africa. Five months after 
their hunt for a legal locksmith be¬ 
gan, they were finally joined in 
wedlock at the U.S. legation in 
Tangier. 

Fortunately for Corinne, she did 
a divorce as she did to get a mer¬ 
ger permit. In 1959, she made her 
not have to work as hard to obtain 
second trip to Splitsville and quick¬ 
ly won a decree when she con¬ 
tended her rolling Stone had made 
her “an emotional mess.” 

To Corinne’s credit, it should be 
noted that her domestic difficulties 
were seldom aired in public—un¬ 
like the marital bouts of most other 
Hollywood stars. But when it came 
to slugging it .out with other glam- 
azon, CC proved she could com¬ 
pete with the most avid headline- 
hunter. 

And she had to do just that when

It’s not 
the dollar, it’s the odds on the dol¬ 
lar. As a kid, I didn’t know where 
the hell I was. I just didn’t care. I 
have no drive or ambition. I’m from 
day to day, strictly from day to day. 
Baseball is tough for me because 


good habits don’t come easy to me.” 

Belinsky spends his spare time in 
Hollywood girl watching on Sunset 
and Vine during the day and twist¬ 
ing in the town’s bistro’s by night. 

He doesn’t even shoot too much 
pool anymore. But that’s not by 
choice. “All the guys heard about 
my pool and nobody’ll shoot me a 
game,” says he. “I guess I’ll have to 
cool that bit for a while. I’m no nut. 
I’m just socially sharp.” 

“Socially Sharp” 

And what does Angel manager 
Bill Rigney think of his “socially 
sharp” left-hander. “I can only say 
with the rest of the team,” says 
Bill, “GREAT!”

do whatever Cary suggested. And 
the cold war would soon melt away.

He owes his youthful looks, good 
health and slim, trim figure to a 
combination of things: Health 
foods, strenuous exercise, yoga, even 
self-hypnosis. 

His third wife, Betsy Drake, got 
him interested in hypnosis. After 
reading a book on the subject, the 
blonde beauty hypnotized Cary and 
cured him of both smoking and 
heavy drinking. Now that Betsy’s 
no longer around, he hypnotizes 
himself. 


Shuts Out Noise 

“I don’t do it as a parlor trick,” 
he explains, “but I employ a self¬ 
hypnosis when I feel it’s helpful. I 
can shut off all sensation in any 
part of my body after a few mo¬ 
ments of intense concentration. If 
I want to take a nap in my dressing 
room but the set is too noisy, for 
example, I simply make myself deaf 
to the outside sounds and put my¬ 
self to sleep. Or I shut off sensation 
on the side of my mouth the dentist 
is working on. It comes in quite 
handy at times.” 

Betsy also introduced him to 
lysergic acid diethylamide (LSD), 
a drug used by many psychiatrists 
to achieve a sort of “instant analy¬ 
sis.” Dr. Mortimer Hartman, Grant’s 
psychotherapist, calls it a “psychic 
energizer which empties the sub¬ 
conscious and intensifies the emo¬ 
tions a hundred times.” 

Both Betsy and Cary began ex¬ 
perimenting with LSD about four 
years ago. The drug changed their 
personalities, ironed out their emo¬ 
tional kinks — and, incidentally, 
broke up their marriage. When 
Betsy discovered she was no longer 
dependent on Cary as an emotional 
crutch, she walked out on him. 

But Grant didn’t waste time 
grieving. For LSD had opened his 
eyes to a wonderful future instead 
of a doddering old age. 

“When I was a young man,” Cary 
now says, “I deliberately tried to be 
charming. It was one of my actor’s 
tricks. Now I know no man can be 
better than himself. I was always 
professing a knowledge I didn’t 
have. I was an utter fake, a know- 
all who knew very little. I was very 
aggressive and bad-tempered, with¬ 
out the courage to be physically 
aggressive. 

“I wanted money because I im¬ 
agined it would bring me the adula¬ 
tion of women. Some of my friends 
were the richest people in the world 


—Howard Hughes, Aristotle Onas- 
sis, Barbara Hutton, Doris Duke. 
But they weren’t the happiest peo¬ 
ple in the world. 

“Now, thanks to psychiatry and 
LSD, everything is changed. My 
attitude towards women and life is 
completely different. I don’t intend 
to foul up any more lives. 

“I know about women now as I 
never knew before. I know that a 
man and woman deliberately spoil 
something between them that is 
beautiful. You know how it is. A 
woman says, ‘I wonder what would 
happen if I made him a little bit 
jealous.’ The man says, ‘Who was 
that fellow I saw you with on 
Thursday?’ And it starts. 

“We cannot stop hurting ourselves 
and each other by destroying the 
one thing we are all dying for—love 
and affection. 

“Lonely men spend half their 
lives trying to attract women and 
all the time they are making it im¬ 
possible to get the affection they so 
desperately need. 

Lovelies Need Lovin’ 

“It is really so simple: Stay still 
and girls will flock to you—beauti¬ 
ful girls needing affection. If a man 
will simply recognize this need and 
show them that he has the same, 
that is all he has to do.” 

So there you have it, men — a 
secret as pricesless as the secret of 
eternal youth. Cary Grant’s secret 
of success with the lovely ladies, a 
knack which also keeps him looking 
so young. 

“I could be a good husband now,” 
Cary confides. “For the first time in 
my life, I am emotionally prepared 
to be in love. 

“And I think that if I were mar¬ 
ried again I would like to become a 
father.” 

Why not? Clark Gable’s first child 
was born shortly after Clark died 
at 59. Charlie Chaplin is still turn¬ 
ing them out at 73. 

Judging by his virile appearance 
in public and on the silver screen, 
Cary still has plenty of what it takes 
to be a proud parent. 

Only one of his friends is skepti¬ 
cal—his last wife, Betsy. 

“I don’t know if he’s ready or 
not,” she says. “I’m not about to sit 
down and engage him in that dis¬ 
cussion.” 

Maybe she should. If Cary goes 
to Washington, as another famous 
Grant did once before, Betsy may 
never get a chance to find out what

even when he hasn’t got it,” one of 
his friends observed. “And when 
he’s not married, the sky is the lim¬ 
it. Because that’s where the tall 
girls are.” 

A scant year after his third di¬ 
vorce Mickey eloped to Las Vegas 
with Elaine Mahnken, a flame-hair¬ 
ed 22-year-old model who was tall 
and terrific, like his other wives. 
That marriage hung up a record by 
lasting seven years. When they final¬ 
ly parted, Elaine blamed it on 
Mickey’s Irish temper. 

She won a divorce—and an un¬ 
specified alimony settlement—in 
May 1959. Mickey never was one 
to tarry long between marriages, 
but this time he was even speedier 
than usual. In fact he didn’t wait 
for the divorce from Wife No. 4 to 
become final before he latched on to 
No. 5. 

Some three weeks after Elaine’s 
divorce, Mickey announced that he 
and pretty, young Barbara Thomas- 
en had been quietly married the 
previous December. Which went that 
technically he was a bigamist for 
about six months. 


She’s Shorter! 

Even more noteworthy, however, 
is the fact that the little duffer at 
long last had changed the script and 
chosen a wife who could look up 
to him! At 5 feet 2 inches the cur¬ 
rent Mrs. Rooney actually is one 
inch shorter than her spouse. 

Mickey’s multiple matrimonial 
ventures have cost him a small for¬ 
tune. The only one of his ex-wives 
who hasn’t put the bite on him for 
alimony is Ava Gardner. It would 
sure take a lot of loving to make up 
for the kind of dough Mickey has 
had to shell out to his ex-wives. 

Meanwhile for a long while the 
pint-size performer has been scrap¬ 
ing the bottom of the Hollywood 
barrel. As his ex-business manager 
Red Doff put it: 

“People just won’t believe that 
he’s not Andy Hardy any more. 
Here’s a man who has done tremen¬ 
dous things over the years, yet he’s 
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never been acknowledged by his 
own profession.” 

And that’s why Andy Hardy had 
to declare bankruptcy. 

Not Drastic 

However Mickey’s prospects for 
the future are by no means as grim 
as this drastic action might indicate. 
He recently played a leading role in 
the forthcoming film “Requiem for 
a Heavyweight ” He is under con¬ 
tract for a good part in another film, 
“Mad, Mad, Mad World ” He re¬ 
cently was offered $50,000 by a na¬ 
tional magazine for first serial rights 
to his biography, and he turned 
down the offer, preferring to hold 
out for more money. 

“His future is as bright as ever,” 
declares Red Doff. “This guy will 
always be in demand by the public, 
whether the trade likes him or not.” 

Moreover Mickey doesn’t have to 


worry about a penniless old age. A 
long time ago he set aside a $250,- 
000 trust fund out of the fees he 
received for the “Andy Hardy” ser¬ 
ies. Of course he can’t start draw¬ 
ing on that until he reaches the age 
of 65, but he should be able to live 
in comfort after that. Providing, of 
course, he doesn’t get tangled up in 
more alimony commitments mean¬ 
while. 

There’s one thing even his worst 
enemy has to say in favor of Mickey 
Rooney: he may be brash, he ro¬ 
be conceited and he may be loud, 
but he is endowed with plenty of 
guts, bulldog tenacity and mere 
heart than the MGM lion. 

‘That kid will hang on with his 
teeth if he has to,” the late John 
Barrymore once observed, referring 
to young Rooney. 

Unfortunately the Great Lover 
didn’t live long enough to see the 
prophecy come true. ■■ 



on Mengele’s operating table. 

Dr. Miklos Nyiszli, Hungarian 
physician who was forced to serve 
as Mengele’s laboratory assistant 
and to perform autopsies on his 
victims, had this to say of Doctor 
Death: 

“He sent millions of people to 
death simply because, according to 
a racial theory, they were inferior 
beings . . . This criminal doctor 
spent many hours beside me, either 
at his microscopes, his disinfecting 
ovens and test tubes, or standing 
with equal patience over the dis¬ 
secting table, his smock befouled 
with blood, his bloody hands ex¬ 
amining and experimenting like one 
possessed.” 

Though his ‘experiments’ took up 
most of his time, they were per¬ 
formed without any method or 
logic. Frequently, he would cut a 
prisoner open, then lose interest in 
the project and walk away, leaving 
his victim to bleed to death in hor¬ 
rible agony. He sterilized hundreds 


of women, maimed and disfigured 
hundreds more by removing bits of 
bone and internal organs. 

Twins and freaks were his spec¬ 
ial hobby. ( He collected twins, 
dwarfs, giants, hunchbacks and 
cripples the way other men collect 
stamps. They were used in experi¬ 
ments made for the Berlin Institute 
of Racial Biology. 

He hoped to find the key to double 
births, envisioning a weird world 
where all German mothers bore 
twins and the Third Reich had an 
endless supply of dwarfs for do¬ 
mestic servants and docile giants 
for heavier slave labor. 

He also collected gallstones, often 
killing people to get them, then 
polishing the stones like precious 
gems. 


Collected Human Parts 

He presented his beautiful, sadis¬ 
tic mistress, Irma Griese, with a 
necklace of perfectly matched gall¬ 
stones. 

Irma, then 22, was known to 
Auschwitz inmates as the Angel of 
Death. A gorgeous blue-eyed 
blonde, she was commander of the 
women’s section where Nora Eldoc 
was confined. 

She always carried a gun and a 
silver-handled whip, which she used 
at the slightest provocation. Once 
^he stripped and lashed a pretty 
Polish girl before the eyes of the 
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girl’s boy friend, a Soviet prisoner 
who had spurned Irma’s amorous 
advances. Then she had the man 
shot and sent the girl to the Ausch¬ 
witz brothel, a sex canteen for camp 
officers, guards and trustees. 

Irma often accompanied Mengele 
on inspection tours and helped him 
make selections for the gas cham¬ 
bers. When his eye lingered on a 
young female prisoner, Irma was 
certain to choose this girl for a 
trip to the “bath houses.” And yet 
she could scarcely have been jea¬ 
lous. Irma’s many lovers included 
SS officers and prisoners of both 
sexes. 

But the female prisoners who en¬ 
joyed her homosexual favors were 
promptly killed to keep them from 
talking about Irma’s perversions. 

Irma often boasted she would be 
a movie star in Germany after the 
war. But the only postwar produc¬ 
tion in which she starred was her 
own execution. 

He Skipped Out 

Mengele didn’t stick around to 
watch her swing from an Allied 
gallows. He skipped out of Ausch¬ 
witz in December, 1944, as Russian 
tanks neared the slaughter factory. 
Notifying his superiors that he had 
typhus, he rode to Berlin in a Red 
Cross ambulance. 

With him went a fortune in 
jewels and gold tooth fillings torn 
from the bodies of the Auschwitz 
dead. 

War crimes investigators later es¬ 
timated Mengele personally sent 
more than one million persons to 
their deaths. In a single “delousing 
operation,” he had some 10,000 
Czech Jews killed because some of 
them supposedly had typhus. 

On another occasion, he liqui¬ 
dated Women’s Camp C to save 
food. It took 11 days to transport 
all 45,000 inmates to the gas 
ovens. 

Though she was one of the few 
who survived Doctor Death’s ex¬ 
periments, Nora Eldoc never forgave 
him. She vowed to bring him to 
justice, even if it cost her own life. 

Evenutally, she emigrated to Is¬ 
rael and worked in that country’s 
documentation center on Nazi war 
crimes. Then she obtained a trans¬ 
fer to the Security Service. 

Early in 1960, she learned a hand¬ 
picked team of Israel agents was 
planning a triple play in Argentina. 
They hoped to grab the Big Three 
of the Nazi underground organiza¬ 
tion in Buenos Aires — Eichmann, 
Mengele and Martin Bormann, who 
was Hitler’s deputy. 
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But Mengele and Bormann proved 
too slippery for the Israeli dragnet, 
so the secret agents concentrated on 
catching Eichmann. As soon as they 
got him, the other two Nazis dis¬ 
appeared. 

Menegle had a small chemical 
factory and a villa in the fashion¬ 
able suburb of Vicente Lopez. Un¬ 
like the shadowy Bormann and the 
ever-cautious Eichmann, he lived 
openly without even bothering to 
change his name. 

His friends included not only 
other fugitive Nazis but also re¬ 
spected members of B.A.’s social 
and international sets. Mengele’s 
contacts, in fact, went just about 
as high as they could go. 

For three weeks after the Eich¬ 
mann kidnapping, he remained in 
hiding. Then he returned to Buenos 
Aires and resumed the role of a 
respectable doctor-turned-business- 
man. 

Shipped Him Out 

Israeli agents soon learned he was 
back in the Argentine capital, but 
they decided to wait until the furor 
over the Eichmann case died down. 
The West German government, 
acutely embarrassed by the Eich¬ 
mann affair and its revival of Hit¬ 
ler horrors, also learned Mengele 
was back in B.A. 

A previous German request for 
Mengele’s extradition had been ig¬ 
nored by the Argentine govern¬ 
ment. In June, 1960, the request was 
repeated. And Argentine authori¬ 
ties, anxious to avoid another 
Eichmann-type incident, decided to 
ship Doctor Death back to his na¬ 
tive land. 

A federal judge in Buenos Aires 
issued an order for Mengele’s ar¬ 
rest. But before the arrest warrant 
could be served, a newspaper broke 
the story. Alerted by the press and 
his police pals, Mengele took off 
for Brazil. 

He arrived in Corumba early in 
July. 

The small city made a perfect 
hideout. Situated in Mato Grosso 
State in western Brazil, it is just 
across the border from Bolivia and 
only a short distance from Para¬ 
guay. In other words, it is within 
easy jumping distance of two in¬ 
ternational frontiers. 

It is large enough so a stranger 
does not attract too much attention; 
small enough so one cannot arrive 
without being noticed. Its popula¬ 
tion of 20,000 includes a fair-sized 
European colony, with the usual 
sprinkling of ex-Nazis. Finally, its 
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mountain location gives it a mild, 
healthy climate. 

But it was not healthy for Nora 
Eldoc. 

Checking into Corumba’s hotel, 
she contacted a wealthy Brazilian 
family whose name had been given 
her by the Israeli Embassy in 
Buenos Aires. Then she assumed 
the role of a wealthy European 
widow touring South America on 
the income from her late husband’s 
estate. 

At 48, she looked scarcely older 
than 35. The few grey hairs in her 
blonde coiffure were touched up to 
look like the rest. Her figure was 
still trim and firm. 

His escape, a jump ahead of the 
law, prompted Nora Eldoc’s su¬ 
periors to send her to South Amer¬ 
ica. As she knew Mengele person¬ 
ally, they felt she would have a 
better chance of finding him than 
other agents who had only his 
photo to guide them. 

Besides, they reasoned Mengele 
wouldn’t suspect a woman — and 
wouldn’t recognize Nora as one of 
his Auschwitz guinea pigs. 

Advised of the dangers involved, 
Nora brushed the warnings aside. 
This was the mission for which 
she had waited 15 years. She was 
determined to find Mengele and 
help bring him back to Israel for 
trial. 

• 

On The Trail 

She arrived in Buenos Aires late 
in June, on a flight from Rome. 
Her first stop was the Israeli Em¬ 
bassy, where she scanned reports 
indicating Mengele had gone to 
Corumba, Brazil. Then she booked 
passage on a steamer sailing up the 
Plata, Parana and Paraguay Rivers 
to Corumba. 

The thousand-mile trip was a long 
and tiring one, but Nora chose the 
river route because she had been 
told Mengele often traveled that 
way between Brazil and Argentina. 
On the voyage, she picked up addi¬ 
tional information from people who 
knew Mengele by sight. 

In this sleek, sophisticated wo¬ 
man, there was little trace of the 
half-starved, terror-stricken girl 
who had once lain naked on Men¬ 
gele’s operating table while he 
probed her vagina with needles and 
knives. 

Nora was confident he would not 
recognize her. But her heart leaped 
and all the old terror returned when 
she finally found herself face to 
face with Doctor Death one eve¬ 
ning at a cocktail party. 


Still handsome, still smiling, he 
looked exactly the same as she re¬ 
membered him. The silver streaks 
in his mustache and neatly-brushed 
hair merely added an air of dis¬ 
tinction. While they chattered in 
German, she searched his face for 
some sign that his suspicions had 
been aroused by her presence in 
Corumba. She found none. He 
seemed to accept her portrayal of 
a lonely, globe-trotting widow. 

A Tete-A-Tete 

More than that, he seemed quite 
interested in her. Ignoring the other 
guests, he chatted with Nora until 
the party broke up. Then he in¬ 
vited her to dinner the following 
evening. He seemed about to walk 
into the perfumed trap. 

In a report mailed to the Israeli 
Embassy in Rio de Janeiro for 
transmission to Security Service 
headquarters in Tel Aviv, Nora said 
she had located the Auschwitz ex¬ 
termination specialist. She said he 
had not recognized her. 

Her next report, mailed two days 
later, said she was going on a picnic 
with Mengele the next morning. He 
had promised to show her some 
“spectacular scenery” in the 
mountains along the Brazil-Bolivia- 
Paraguay frontier. 

This brief note was Nora Eldoc’s 
last message. She was never seen 
alive again. 

Unwilling to tip their hand, Is¬ 
raeli officials in Rio waited several 
days for another report. Then secret 
agents rushed to Corumba to in¬ 
vestigate. The found Nora’s clothes 
and luggage in her hotel room, but 
no sign of the missing woman. 

Exit Nora 

Some weeks later, a hunter found 
the decomposed body of a woman 
in a mountain cave near the Para¬ 
guay border. Officially, the body was 
never identified. 

From her teeth, bone structure 
and other physical evidence, Israeli 
agents determined the corpse was 
Nora Eldoc. Her skull had been 
crushed by a savage blow. 

Fifteen years after Auschwitz, 
she was murdered by Doctor Death. 

Brazilian authorities made dis¬ 
creet inquiries in Corumba. They 
learned Dr. Mengele was on the 
move again. His estate outside the 
city was deserted, except for a 
German-speaking caretaker who 
patrolled the property with a shot¬ 
gun and a fierce Alsatian dog.

The 15-room house and adjoining 
laboratory, where he had carried 
on his biology experiments without 
the human guinea pigs, were locked 
and shuttered. The swimming pool 
was dry. 

Too late to save Nora, the grim 
manhunt was resumed. 

In March, 1961, another Ausch¬ 
witz survivor saw the mad doctor 
at Mar del Plata, seaside resort on 
the Argentine Riviera about 250 
miles south of Buenos Aires. A tip 
to Israeli authorities broght five 
agents to the sun-drenched vaca¬ 
tion spot. 

The ISS men arrived in Mar del 
Plata by car on the afternoon of 
March 15. It was the peak of the 
sun-bathing season and the city’s 
resident population of 115,000 had 
more than tripled. 

The agents searched swank 
ocean-front hptels and back-street 
rooming houses. They combed the 
beaches, night clubs, restaurant's 
and gambling casinos. They checked 
the cabana village at Bristol Beach, 
the private clubs at St. James 
Beach, the exclusive clubs and es¬ 
tates of Plaza Grande, even the 
outlying beaches frequented mainly 
by fishermen, gulls and lovers. But 
they found no trace of the fugitive 
fiend. 


Dead Or Alive 

When police learned the Israelis 
were in town, more that 100 pro¬ 
vincial detectives and federal agents 
swarmed into Mar del Plata to see 
what was going on. Then four ad¬ 
ditional players entered the game— 
two Germans, one American, one 
Russian. 

The Germans were from the West 
German War Crimes Office at Lud- 
wigsburg. Their orders were to find 
Mengele and arrange his extradi¬ 
tion. The American and Russian 
were intelligence agents from their 
respective embassies in B.A. 

If Mengele was still in Mar del 
Plata, he could hardly have failed 
to notice all the police activity. 
And with more than 200,000 tour¬ 
ists in town, it would have not been 
difficult to slip through the dragnet. 

In recent months, he has been 
reported seen in Santa Catarina 
State in southern Brazil and in 
Paraguay, last of South America’s 
pro-Nazi dictatorships. 

Israeli agents are hot on his trail. 
And each day the trail goes shorter. 

“We’ll get him,” predicts one of 
the commandos who caught Eich- 
mann. “We’ll get him — dead or 
alive.” ■ ■

decides to show how easy it is to 
win, a subtle flick of his wrist 
squares up the block, and the hoop 
drops smoothly over. 

In a variation of the hoop-toss, 
live ducks swimming about in a 
tank of water provide the target. 
The gaff in this one is more subtle, 
and it’s provided gratis by Mother 
Nature. It is simply the fact that 
ducks aren’t so dumb that they’re 
going to allow themselves to be 
hooped without a quack. They 
quickly learn that when a person 
with a hoop in his hand draws 
back that hand, the hoop will mo¬ 
mentarily be winging their way. 
As soon as a hand goes back, they 
dip their quackers, and the hoop 
sails harmlessly into the backdrop. 
The operator proves it can be done 
by feinting first, which causes the 
ducks to duck, then throwing the 
hoop before the duck can nod his 
neck again. 

Step Up Suckers 

Another variation of the hoop- 
toss is the clothespin joint. Here the 
targets are outsized clothespins 
clamped to a thick rope and bear¬ 
ing numbers, some of which cor¬ 
respond to a list of winning num¬ 
bers displayed on the front of the 
booth. It’s no trick to loop a winning 
clothespin; the trick here is to col¬ 
lect your prize after you’ve won! 

The operator has carefully selected 
the winning numbers so that, 
turned upside down, they read dif¬ 
ferently. Thus if a person loops a 
number 18, for example, the oper¬ 
ator deftly turns the clothespin so 
that it becomes 81. It’s a pretty 
bare-faced racket, and needless to 
say, only big bruisers work the 
clothespin joint! 

Pitching coins — any denomina¬ 
tion up to a quarter — is another 
apparent game of skill that has a 
subtle gimmick built in. The idea 
is to toss the coin onto any one of 
a number of wide, flat pedestals and 
walk off with a ten-dollar' teddy 
bear. “Nothin’ to it,” says the op¬ 
erator, as he tosses three or four 
coins onto the smooth surface. But 
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no one else can make them stick, 
mainly because no one else had a 
drop of rubber cement on the bot¬ 
tom of their coins. If anyone gets 
suspicious and demands to see the 
operator’s coins, a quick rub of the 
thumb destroys all evidence. 

That, in fact, is one essential of 
a good gaff: that it can be ungaffed 
at a moment’s notice to prevent 
the operator from getting his head 
bashed in by a disgruntled customer. 

Almost every game on the mid¬ 
way has some degree of skulduggery 
to it. The Cupcake Rolldown seems 
easy enough on the surface. All 
you have to do to win is get the 
ball into the cupcake tin that 
matches the winning color. Upon 
closer examination, however, it 
turns out that there are not five 
colors, as you thought, but about 
fifty different shades, making the 
odds against winning enormous. 

Shooting galleries that offer 
prizes for marksmanship are also 
invariably gaffed. Altering the gun- 
sights just a fraction can throw most 
people’s air off, and the snipers who 
learn to compensate for this can be 
thrown into a tizzy by a slight nick 
in the bullet or BB. The feathers on 
arrows are doctored in the same 
manner.

A popular game af many carni¬ 
vals is the Rabbit Race. A number 
of stuffed rabbits are placed on in 
dividual treadmills, and the person 
who can crank his rabbit up the in¬ 
cline to the finish line first wins the 
prize. If you crank too slow the 
others will pull ahead, and if you 
crank too fast your rabbit will start 
slipping. The key to winning, of 
course, is to ignore the other rab¬ 
bits, and just crank away at a 
steady pace. 

Even knowing the trick, however, 
doesn’t assure you a pile of prizes. 
If you start to win too often the 
owner will throw in the gaff subtly, 
and secretly, lessening the tension 
on your belt so that you can’t 
possibly win. 

In his book Monster Midway 
William Lindsay Gresham says, 
“There are people who have an un¬ 
canny knack for beating ‘games of 
skill’ and often a joint will run on 
percentage until one of these rare 
birds comes along and threatens to 
clean out all the prizes. Then he gets 
the gaff ‘to protect the stock.’ ” 

Nowhere is this better illustrated 
than in the high-striker, where 
would-be Sampsons try to win ci¬ 
gars and impress their girlfriends.

But you’ve 
still got to keep alert, for these 
places operate the universal gaff 
of carnivals the world over: the 
shortchange. 

While shortchanging takes many 
forms, one of the most clever, in the 
hands of a smooth-talking operator, 
is the quarter count. It requires no 
sleight of hand, and it works this 
way: 

You ask the operator for change 
of a five dollar bill. He takes out a 
handful of quarters and began to 
count them into your hand. “One, 
two, three, four . . . one dollar.” 

A pause here, then: “A dollar 
twenty-five, dollar fifty, dollar 
seventy-five . . . two dollars.” 

Another pause, then: “One, two, 
three, four . . 

Placing emphasis on the word 
“four,” the carny breaks off and 
reaches into his pocket for more 
quarters. He continues: “Four 
twenty-five, four fifty, four seventy- 
five, five dollars.” 

Watch Your Wallet 

It has fooled many brilliant men. 
And if someone should count his 
change, the operator just reaches 
into his pocket, pulls out a bill, and 
says, “I’ll have to give you a bill 
for the last one.” 

It should be clear by now that 
if you don’t keep your eyes wide 
open and preferably aimed at your 
wallet, you’re definitely going to get 
clipped at the fair. As Gresham 
says in his book, “One of the basic 
facts of carnival life is this: when 
any alluring bait is deliberately 
dangled in front of your nose, it 
has a hook on it.” 

Give that some thought before 
you chomp off a mouthful next 
time! ■■

Then the cultured world of Nancy

Touring the Orient for a suitable 
Suzie to star in the movie version 
of the Broadway show, producer 
Ray Stark ran an ad in a Hong 
Kong paper. Nancy showed up 
the next day to apply for the part. 

Impressed by her fragile Eura¬ 
sian beauty, stunning shape and 
the lovliest legs since Marlene 
Dietrich lifted her skirts for the 
French Foreign Legion decades ago, 
Stark signed her to a long-term 
contract. 

A Long Trip 

But before she got the Suzie role 
she had to travel around the world 
and back home to Hong Kong 
again. 

First she went to Hollywood for 
acting lessons. Then to New York 
as understudy to France Nuyen in 
the “Suzie Wong” stage play. Then 
to Canada with a road company of 
the same show. 

She was in Toronto when Stark 
phoned her from London and told 
her to catch the first trans-atlantic 
jet. France Nuyen, who had been 
tapped for the movie Suzie, was 
having trouble with the part, her 
weight and her emotions. Heart¬ 
broken over a busted romance with 
Marlon Brando, she was drowning 
her sorrows in calories. 

The Yum-Yum Girl 

Brought to London to replace her, 
Nancy finally hit the jackpot. Two 
years and more than 25,000 miles 
after she left Hong Kong, she re¬ 
turned in triumph as Suzie Wong, 
the soft-hearted YumYum girl. 

Asked how she landed the part, 
she replied: 

“The insurance people thinks it’s 
because I’m the producer’s girl 
friend. That’s what people always 
think when an unknown gets the 
part, isn’t it? 

“But the fact is I’m not Ray 
Stark’s girl friend at all. I was under 
contract to him long before I was 
chosen for the picture.” 

To Hollywood-trained ears, such 
candid comments were as remark¬ 
able as a snowstorm in the Sahara. 
Uncertain what she might say next, 
studio officials put a high-powered 
publicity crew to work creating the 
“Nancy Kwan Image.” 

The flacks were told to give her 
the full “star treatment” and mold 


her into a combination Marilyn 
Monroe and Anna May Wong. They 
also had orders to intercept any 
more pearls of Oriental wisdom that 
might fall from her lovely lips. 

The press agents wrote cute, 
funny and profund remarks for 
Nancy to use during interviews, de¬ 
pending on the questions. But Nancy 
had a mind, and a tongue, of her 
own. 

Whatever she was asked she an¬ 
swered honestly, frankly discussing 
everything from Honk Kong 
brothels and American morals to 
women’s fashions. Asked about her 
favorite costume, the split-skirt, 
high-collar Chinese dress called 
cheong-sam, she said:

Brando with the scathing comment:

While her refreshing candor en¬ 
deared her to interviewers, the 
studio brass was kept in a constant 
state of suspense. 

“We’ve got a million-dollar in¬ 
vestment in this kid,” one movie 
mogul grumbled. “We can’t let her 
run around shooting off her mouth 
anytime she feels like it.” 

Her attitude towards her career 
worried the studio even more than 
her unrehearsed remarks. Though 
she was a full-fledged star in her 
first movie, Nancy was not partic¬ 
ularly impressed. Privately, she told 
friends in Hong Kong and in Holly¬ 
wood she’d gladly swap stardom for 
marriage. 

All she needed was the right 
man. For a while, she thought she 
had found him in Maximilian 


Schell. But he didn’t agree with her 
old-fashioned Oriental notions on 
Career versus Marriage. 

Finally convinced Max would 
never marry her, Nancy began dat¬ 
ing Peter Pock and married him on 
the rebound.

Nancy simply got tired of play¬ 
ing the old Schell game. ■■

making of the film ran overtime. 
Before it was finished, he had col¬ 
lected $1,250,000. As Milestone wrily 
remarked: 

“This picture should be called 
‘The Mutiny of Marlon Brando!’ ” 

Though Taylor, Brando and Mon¬ 
roe are the most recent, they are by 
no means the only temperamental 
stars in Hollywood to give producers 
ulcers on their ulcers, drive them to 
the verge of a mental breakdown 
and bring the studios to the brink 
of bankruptcy. 

Take Monty Clift, who has been 
a problem to just about every direc¬ 
tor, producer and studio with whom 
he has been associated. While on lo¬ 
cation in “Raintree County” ( which 
he did with Liz Taylor) he hit the 
bottle so heavily that postpone¬ 
ments of scheduled shooting cost 
MGM a small fortune. 

More recently, while filming 
“Freud” in Munich, he developed a 
70 


the marryin’ kind and, as we said 
before, she knows him better than 
any other girl. 

Further evidence that Elvis is 
not thinking of settling down can 
be seen in his quick retort to the 
mother of a debutante from Pasa¬ 
dena whose name was romantically 
linked with Presley’s. The mother 
announced that Elvis had asked her 
daughter to wait for him until such 
time as he could make her perman¬ 
ently his. 

Now a guy who really was serious 
about “finding the right girl” would 
have ignored the remark. Who 
knows, she may have been the 
right one. Instead M. Presley 
snapped, “I got 25 girls I date regu¬ 
lar. She’s just one of the girls.” 

Does that sound like a guy who 
wants to get married. It sure doesn’t. 
Any fellow with a harem of 25 
lovlies certainly isn’t looking to get

Then he suddenly 
disappeared. Director John Huston 
finally tracked him down to London. 
To get the film completed, Huston 
had to hire a psychiatrist who put 
Monty under hypnosis, and by use 
of post-hypnotic suggestion actually 
succeeded in getting him to remem¬ 
ber his lines!

Yul Brynner’s contract for ex¬ 
ample provides that whenever and 
wherever he is working, the studio 
must provide him with a shiny 
black Cadillac, complete with uni¬ 
formed chauffeur. When the bald- 
domed star was on location in Mex¬ 
ico with “The Magnificent Seven,” 
the studio scoured the country but 
was unable to come up with a suit¬ 
able Cadillac. It offered him a 
brand-new Imperial instead, but he 
rejected it and refused to go to 
work until a Cadillac was imported 
for him, all the way from Holly¬ 
wood! 

Jackie Gleason’s demands are 
even more astounding, usually oc¬ 
cupying numerous pages of any 
contract he signs. 


tied up with just one. 

Elvis’ secret attraction to the fair 
sex, then is very simple. By con¬ 
stantly harping on the fact that 
he can’t find a girl to love him for 
himself alone he appeals to the 
mother instinct in the female. 

And anyone who knows anything 
about females knows that this is 
the fastest route to the boudoir. 

Up to now this system has worked 
very well for old bump and grind 
Presley. But the truth of the mat¬ 
ter is that Elvis has no intention of 
getting married until he is too old 
and too exhausted to totter into bed. 

He made this abundantly clear in 
an early and unguarded interview 
when he said, “Why buy a cow when 
you can steal milk through the 
fence?” 

And certainly when it comes to 
“stealing milk” Elvis has no peer. 


His contract for “Gigot” specified 
that a specially-built Rolls Royce 
would be ready and waiting when 
he arrived in Paris to make the 
film. The car was to be finished with 
46 coats of opal and burgundy paint 
(each coat hand-rubbed with loving 
care). It had to be air-conditioned 
and equipped with a refrigerator, 
fully stocked bar, TV set, hi-fi and 
radio-telephone. The studio had to 
furnish his chauffeur with a spe¬ 
cially designed uniform to match 
the car, and send him to the Rolls 
Royce school in London for three 
weeks where he received special 
training in driving the car! 

The contract also provided that 
while in Paris he and his numerous 
entourage would be put up in the 
fanciest available living quarters. 
The studio rented the late Aga 
villa in Versailles for him, 
and redecorated it. He didn’t like it, 
so ne was transferred to the pent¬ 
house of the swank King George V 
Hotel. In order to make room for 
him, a Texas oil millionaire was 
persuaded to move out. Gleason’s 
hotel bill alone amounted to over 
$60,000. 

An avid devotee of Dixieland, 
Gleason insisted that the studio also 
provide him with a private Dixie¬ 
land band to play for him whenever 
he was in the mood for music, day 
or night. It cost the company $1,000 
per week to provide him with the 
band, but he got it! 

All of which brings up a very 
pregnant question: who’s the boss 








in Hollywood these days, the studios 
or the stars? 

The inside story is, movie moguls 
have suddenly discovered that in 
promoting the star system they have 
created a Frankenstein which is 
driving the entire film industry into 
bankruptcy. And today they are 
girding their loins for a battle which 
may well determine the entire fu¬ 
ture of the industry in this country. 

The opening guns of that battle 
went off recently when 20th Cen¬ 
tury-Fox, one of the leading pro¬ 
ponents of that system, fired Marilyn 
Monroe and sued her for $500,000 
for breach of contract because of 
her performance (or rather non¬ 
performance) in “Something’s Got 
to Give.” 

Equally significant was the forced 
resignation of Spyros Skouras as 
president of the same studio, a few 
days later. It was Skouras, more 
than any other individual in movie- 
land, who is responsible for the 
terrific buildup given such stars as 
Marilyn Monroe and Liz Taylor. 


It’s Gotta Stop 

Sure enough, something’s got to 
give, and the industry is determined 
it will be the spoiled brats it has 
pampered for so long because it was 
running scared of the burgeoning 
TV interests. 

Typical of the New Look in the 
film capital is the comment by pro¬ 
ducer - director Robert Wise, in a 
recent interview with a national 
magazine: 

“I think the ‘Mutiny on the 
Bounty’ problems with Brando, plus 
the problems with Elizabeth Taylor 
in ‘Cleopatra,’ may well make the 
end of the star system as it exists 
in Hollywood today. The big-star 
monopoly — the monster that we 
ourselves have created out of our 
fear of television—has now become 
such an expensive luxury loaded 
with trouble that it’s just not worth 
it. 

“I for one am discarding it. I am 
doing my next two films on modest 
budgets with no stars whatsoever. 
I think this is the new pattern for 
the industry — a turning point for 
all of us. More and more of us are 
saying, ‘The hell with the star, I’ll 
make little black - and - white pic¬ 
tures with good scripts and un¬ 
known actors.’ 

“We must do that to survive. A 
few more mutinies by stars and 
we’ll all be out of business.” 

If his prediction comes true, the 
Hollywood heavens will soon be full 
of falling stars. ■ ■
